This is to advise that the Governor has signed House Bill No. 70, 
directing the Collector to accept the original amount of delinquent taxes

If paid 
after August 31, 1937, and not later than October 31, 1937, such remission 
shall be 50 per cent of such penalties, interest and costs; if paid after 
October 31, 1937, and not later than December 31, 1937, then such remis­ 
sion shall be 25 per cent of such penalties, interest and costs.

further that after December 31, 1937, all penalties, interest and costs as 
aforesaid shall be restored and be in full force and effect for the full period 
of time since their accrual and as if this act had not been passed.

When fungicides failed, 
State 


and Department men set out 
to 
breed new varieties that would be 
both desirable and mildew resist­ 
ant. 
Cantaloups from India, re­ 
sistant 
but 
of 
no 
commercial 
value, were crossed 
with 
Hale 
He t, a desirable California varie­ 
ty. 
Back-crossing on Hale Best 
and several generations of selec­ 
tive breeding resulted in 
No. 50, 
desirable 
except 
for 
shipping 
quality. 
Four more 
generations 
of 
selective 
breeding 
produced 
No. 45. 
About half the Imperial 
Valley acreage was 
planted 
to 
tins variety last year and 
more 
this year. 
Virtually all the other 
local acreage is in resistant, but 
not so desirable, varieties. 
The new cantaloup is 
similar 
to Hale Best 
in 
superior 
taste 
and shipping qualities, 
but 
m a­ 
tures a little later. 
It is 
slightly 
oblong and uniform in shape and 
size. 
The *eed cavity 
is 
small 
and holds firm even when ship­ 
ped long distances. 
The flesh is 
firm 
and 
sweet. 
Its 
color 
is 
“salmon" or orange although 
a 


little lighter than other commer­ 
cial varieties. 
Because of its superior shipping 
quality. No. 45 may 
remain 
on 
the vine until it is mature, a dis­ 
tinct advantage over other 
var­ 
ieties. 
A disadvantage 
is 
that 
the early cantaloups 
ore 
some­ 
what small for commercial ship­ 
ment while the last of the crop is 
rather large.
